(1) Enthusiastic promotion of every cause, (2) Giving freely of our time 
in volunteer effort, (3) Looking forward to new possibilities, (4) Getting 
rid of all “smallness,” (5) Making effort to make our service men feel at 
home and giving them responsible jobs, (6) Building up our Building Funds 
for future development. 
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MINUTES OF JANUARY, 1946, PARISH MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Robesonia Lutheran Parish was called to 
order by its President, The Rev. E. L. Leisey, in Trinity Lutheran social hall.

By a motion of John Bricker, and properly passed, it was 
authorized that Clarence Sprecher should supply the needed shades for an 
approximate cost of $25.00. 

The Property Committee for 1946, as appointed by Rev. Leisey, was 
Paul Engle, Robert Keppley, Gilbert Keppley and Richard Eckert. 

The Auditing Committee as appointed was Herbert Weidman and Elias 
Manbeck. 

A motion by Warren F. Davis and seconded by John Bricker was passed 
to assess each Church $150.00 for the support of the parish for 1946. These 
amounts to be turned over to the parish treasurer. 

The possibility of a joint program of some sort was discussed and vari- 
ous opinions were declared. A motion was passed to have such a program 
and a committee was appointed to sponsor the affair: E. Lincoln Murdough, 
chairman; Warren Davis, Robert Keppley and LeRoy Werner. 

A discussion of events for 1946 led to the announcement of two full- 
year calendars of events, and programs were already prepared by the respec- 
tive Churches, and would be published in the Parish Record. This would be 
a guide to all future or additional programs that might be contemplated by 
any group. 

The delegate for the Reading Conference meeting and the synodical 
conference was left to Pastor Leisey’s recommendation because there was 
no volunteer to accept the invitation. 

The Auditing Committee found the account of the Treasurer true and 
correct and was discharged of its duty with thanks. 

Pastor Leisey paid tribute to the retiring Councilmen.and weicomed the 
newly-elected officers. He expressed his gratitude for the fine spirit of 
cooperation of all parties concerned since the birth of the parish. His plea 
to the organization was to keep that spirit and continue to work for the 
welfare of the Church. 

There being no more business, the mecting was adjourned, and a buffet 
lunch was served by Mrs. Leisey for the Councilmen and their wives who 
were special guests.

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ST. DANIEL’S TEACHING AGENCY 


The members of our school of re- 
ligion in the year 1945 have come to 
the full realization that we have not 
outlived our usefulness, neither have 
we reached the zenith of our power 
and that it is still necessary to carry 
on in the name of Jesus Christ. We 
have been convinced that we need not 
wait for the post-war world, that we 
are already living in it now. For 
this day we gave ourselves to dream- 
ing and planning as we thought of 
the Church and know that we are her 
greatest agency in the three main 
fundamentals, first—we are primarily 
the teaching agency in order to carry 
out the plan of the Master by means 
of being the dispenser of the eternal 
truth; second,—we are a_ weekly 
school of religion, not to waste that 
precious hour each week but to use 
every second to teach the Word in 
season and out of season; and third— 
we are an open field for Evangelism 
which challenges Christian Leader- 
ship to sow the seed of the Word of 
God in the fields before us and be 
always awake and search every field 
for Pearls. 

In the past year we attained the 
highest success in every phase of our 
task in our twenty-five years of exist- 
ence. The following are but a few 
of the most important: » 

The Teaching Staff proved to be 
the best, proved by the comments 
from members and the result, that 
they promoted members to not only 
hear but do the work which fulfilled 
their talents given to them. For the 
first time in the history of our Church 
the Church Council was consisted of 
almost 100% membership in the 
school. 

Relative to statistics our average 
attendance of 214 is very outstand- 
ing. The enrollment as of January 1, 
1946, was 309, an increase from Janu- 
Niven nl 4b. which wasr-27 7. = (On 
August 12, the Primary and Junior 
Denartment had an attendance of 
113 and the Main Department 112 
which shows that the leaders in the 
Primary Department are following 
the command of the Master to gather 
all Children. 

All Social, Fellowshiv, Entertain- 
ment and all other activities were the 
best in our history both in the accom- 
plichment of the snecific occasion and 
also financially. We were fortunate 
in realizing thousands of visitors on 
several occasions which was never 
before thought of. 


Our Literature has been the high- 
est type and together with the Chris- 
tian Growth Series it has given us a 
series that provided a_ systematie 
graded presentation of the Bible and 
Catechism and continually guided pu- 
pils in being good Christians now, to- 
morrow and always. Also it tried to 
meet the actual teaching situation in 
our school as it exists today and at- 
tempted to stimulate the educational 
leaders to a higher level of consecra- 
tion and efficiency. 

Financially we had receipts of 
$4,210.03 and expenses of $3,563.06 
with a balance of $646.97 at the end 
of the year. This means that receipts 
from all sources were higher than 
any previous year. 

The Ingathering offerings were 
$619.50 on January 14, and $370.00 
on July 1, 1945, which after added 
to the Building Fund gave us at the 
end of the year a total of $4,644.25 
invested in Government Bonds with 
a matured value of $6,275.00 and 
leaving a balance of $2.57 in the 
fund. 

The most important event not only 
in 1945 but since our origin was our 
25th anniversary celebrated with 
numerous services and programs from 
June 28 and July 29, which will al- 
ways be the highlight in the history 
of our Church, in that we took part 
in a memorial to perpetuate the 
memory of those who do not return 
from World War II and the gifts of 
gratitude on account of those who 
do return, which are in the thought 
et many parents and friends in these 

ays. 

We have finally reached our goal 
in becoming the most friendly and 
closely related labours in God’s Vine- 
yard with our sister organization of 
Trinity of Robesonia by sponsoring 
our first combined service, and most 
outstanding of all, and also the first 
time in our history we have experi- 
enced the closest cooperation with 
the Church Council of our Church 
in all our services, programs and 
work. ; 

In closing, may we again thank the 
Pastor, Church Council and members 
of the Church for their most willing 
and helpful cooperation throughout 
the year 1945 to which we contribute 
the major portion of credit for our 
most successful year.
